It seems to us that the possibility of collecting 5U per- 
cent of the cost from the state makes it almost imperative 
to go ahead. If necessary, some binding condition could 
be placed on the article so that the town would spend its 
share when the state comes through with its contribution. 

However it is to be worked out, the residents of the 
area deserve better treatment from the rest of the town, 
They have a serious problem and it should not be treated 
lightly by everyone else, just because their own cellars 
don’t fill up with the overflow or their lawns don’t become 


We realize that such a major expenditure would make it- 
self felt on the tax rate — if not this year, at least in the 
coming years. But even that doesn’t seem to be enough 
of an obstacle to prevent action — not when the general 
welfare of the area and its residents is considered.

Building Permit Approval 


and undisputed.”’ 


The new method of approving building permits seems 
a sensible arrangement. 

It will apparently cut to a minimum the number of per- 
sons coming to town boards complaining about conditions 
created by the construction of homes — and it will, of 
course, give the town an opportunity to forbid building 
where disasterous problems would be created. 

The various boards will probably spend considerable 
time on the building permits but it will be worth while if 
it cuts down the number of drainage problems, legal ques- 
tions over zoning requirements and sub-division restrict- 
ions and problems of ceptic tank drainage. 

The four boards — planning, health, public works and 
selectmen — are to be congratulated for adopting a sound 
approach after cooperative consideration of the problems.

Building Permits 
Will Cost More 


The selectmen have increased 
building permit costs. 

Starting Monday last, a permit 
will cost $20, plus $1 per thous- 
and over $15,000. Thus, a home 
estimated at $20,000 would re- 
quire payment of $25 for the per- 
mit. 

Formerly, a builder paid $1 for 
the permit with an added $1 for 
each thousand, 

Prices on permits for additions 
and alterations have also been 
upped to $2 for the first $500 and 
$1 for every $500 thereafter. 

Action was taken April 25, fol- 
lowing a general meeting of town 
boards concerned with new build- 
ing problems, 

Members of the board of public 
works, planning board, board of 
health, selectmen and the plumb- 
ing and building inspectors at- 
tended the session. 

Approval From All 

Approved was a new method of 
issuing building permits so that 
each board will signify its approv- 
al of the proposed structure be- 
fore the permit is issued. Each 
board will initial the permits when 
satisfied that the various regula- 
tions have been met.

Other matters discussed by the 
combined boards included off- 
street parking; grade requirements 
now listed at a maximum of 12 
percent but suggested for a six 
percent maximum; acceptance of 
Streets; street damage from truck- 
ing and possible acceptance of a 


legislative act on limiting tonnage:

hiring separate engineering ser. 
vices.
